"The situation, is that Blaine is likely to

"The present probabilities aro that he will 


start with about S40 votes, and after a gain 
of a dozen or twenty more on tho second 
proceed to take tho uoniination on tho third 
or fourth." 


Tho writer adds, however, that a few hours 


may make all tho difference iu the world, 
and proceeds as follows: 


"Tho belief is now current among most 


close observers that Mr. Blaino has seventy - 
fivo chances out uf tho hundred to win. He 
has the delegates, who are supported by an 
intense popular feeling, and his interests are 
being handled moro skillfully than any con- 
vention campaign of the lass dozon years, ex- 
cepting tho Grant management ot four years 
ago. 


"If Blaino loses this nomination it will be 


wrested from him—a quick combination of 
coup d'otat almost unparalleled in American 
politics." 


The Ti ines summarizes tho situation as fol- 


lows: "Neither Arthur nor Blaino cau bo 
nominated!" Such was tho general verdict 
of ttio cool and unprejudiced observers of

politicians engaged in the pleasant r nd 
exciting pastlmo "of president-making at 
all tho hotels, in tho lobbies as woll as 
in tho headquarters, and in private rooms, 
and ovou active.supporters of both the lend- 
ing candidates admitted the justice of the 
verdict. At the same time, to the superficial 
observer, tho Blaine boom seamed to have 
grown a perfect tornado, sweeping every- 
thing before it with irresistible power. If
